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B Y menus of the homo Harden the 
production of the vegetable 
supply for the family is direct- 
ly under control and In many 
cases is tho only way whereby clean, 
fresh produce mny bo secured. 

The work of caring for a garden Is 
usually done at spare times, and for 
this reason alone the locntlou should 
be near the dwelling. Many persons 
prefer to plant the garden In n differ- I 
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ent location every live or six years. A 
gentle slope toward the south or south- 
east I? most desirable for tho produc- 
tion of early crops. It Is an advantage 
to have protection on the north und 
northwest. 

Good natural drainage of tho garden 
arou Is of prime importance. The land 
should havo sufficient fall to drain off 
surplus water during heavy rains, but 
tty^all should not be so great that the 
soil will bo washed. Tho surface of 
the garden should not contain depres- 
sions. Waste water from surround- 
ing. land should lint flow toward the 
rden, and tho fall below should be 
such that there will be no danger of 
flood water backing up. Tito garden 
should not be located along the banks 
of a stream that will bo liable to over- 
flow during the growing season. 

A good fence around the garden plot 
is almost indispensable. 

^Vhero tho work Is to bo done mainly 
by means of horse tools the arrange- 
ment should be such as to give the 
longest possible rows, nud straight out- 
lines should bo followed. For hand cul- 
tivation the arrangement can be quite 
different. Horse cultivation is recom- 
mended whenever possible. 

The second matter for consideration 
Is the locntlou of permanent crops and 
small fruits. Tho area devoted to the 
botbed, cold frame and seed lied should 
be decided upon, but these mny bo 
shifted more or less from year to year 
or located lu some convenient place 
outside of the garden. If u part of the 
land, Is low nud moist, such crops as 
celery, onions nml late cucumbers 
shTuld be plnced there. If port of the 
soil Is high, warm nud dry. that Is the 
proper location for early crops and 
those that need quick, warm soil. The 
laud may lie occupied at nil times. 

There are very few soils tlmt arc not 
Improved by some form of dralnnge. 

Autumn Is the time for plowing hard 
or stiff day soils, especially If In a 
part of the country where freezing 
takes plnee. Sandy loams and soils 
that contain a large nuiouut of humus 
mny be plowed In the spring, but the 
work should be done early lu order 
th^t the soil mny settle lieforc plant- 
ing. In the southern stntes this proc- 
ess must lie accomplished by means of 
frequent cultivations. It is deslrnble 
to plow the garden early. 

Sandy soils will liour plowing much 
earlier than heavy clay soils. In tho 
garden greater depth of plowing should 
lie practiced than for ordinary farm 
crops. Hulisolliug will be found advan- 
tageous In most cases. Hand Kpndlng 
should be resorted to only In very small 
gardens or where It Is desirable to pre- 
pare n siuiill area very thoroughly. 

After plowing tho next Important 
step Is to smooth mid pulveriae the 
soil. Tho pulverising process should 
extend ns deep as the plowing. Somo 
gardeners prefer to cut the land thor- 
oughly with a disk harrow before plow- 
ing, so that when It Is turned by the 
plow th6 bottom soil will he line and 
mellow. After tho plow the disk or 
rutting harrow Is ngnlu brought Into 
play and the pulverising process com- 
pleted. If the soil Is n trifle too dry 
and contains lumps It umy he neces- 
sary to use a roller or clod crusher. 

For garden crops thcro Is no fer- 
tiliser that will compare with good, 
well rotted barnyard manure. Chick- 
en, pigeon and sheep immures rank 
high ns fertilisers. The manure from 
(Wwls Is especially adapted for drop- 
ping In the hills or rows of plants. 
Market gardeners frequently apply 
2,600 pounds of high grade fertiliser 
per aero each year. 

Many of tho garden seeds lose thdr 
rltallty after one year's time. 
■Throughout tho northern states It Is 
desirable to start plants of certain 
crops before the danger of frost has 
passed. The simplest method of start- 



ing a limited numbor of enrly plants 
Is by means of a shallow box placed 
In a south window of tho dwelling. 
After tlie plants appear the box Bhould 
bo turned each day to prevent the 
plauts drawing toward the light. 

Tho most common method of start- 
ing early plants lu the north Is by 
means of n hotbed. In tho north the 
hotbed should bo Btarted In February 
or curly lu March. It Is doslrablo to 
have a supply of straw or loose ma- 
nure on band to throw over the bed 
in case of extremely cold weather. 

During bright duys the hotbed will 
beat very quickly from tho sunshlno od 
the glass, mid It will be necessary tc 
ventilate during the early morning by 
slightly raising the sash on tho oppo- 
site side from tho wind. Caro should 
be taken In ventilating to protect the 
plants from u draft of cold air. To- 
ward evening close the sash. 

Hotbeds should be watered on bright 
days and in the morning only. Aftei 
watering, the bed should be well veil- 
Hinted. 

In the north tho use of the cold 
frame is for hardening off plants that 
havo been started In the botbed, pre- 
paratory to setting them in the garden. 
In the south the cold frame Is mado to 
tako tho place of tho hotbed In start- 
ing early plants. 

Good soil for a seed bed, a specially 
I prepnred place for starting plants, con- 
1 slsts of one part of well rotted manure, 
two purls of good garden loam or rot- 
ted soda and one pnrt of sharp, fine 
- sand. The manure should lie thorough- 
ly rotted, but It should not have been 
exposed to tho weather and the 
strength leached out of It. The addi- 
tion of leaf mold or peat will t, id to 
niako the soil better adapted for seed 
bed pnriKises. Mix all tho Ingredients 
together In a heap, stlrrlug well with a 
shovel, after which the soli should lie 
sifted and plnced In boxes or In the bed 
ready for sowing the seed. 

Weed seeds and the spores of fun 
gnus diseases mny be killed by placing 
tlio soli In pans and baking It lor an 
hour In a hot oven. 

No definite rulo can be given for tbo 
depth to which seeds should be plant- 
ed. In all cases tho depth should he 
uniform. Tho seed bed should be nei- 
ther dry nor too wet. 

Hants grown In a bouse, hotbed or 
cold framo will requiro to be hardened 
off before planting in the garden. 
Hardening off Is usually accomplished 
by ventilating freely and by reducing 
tho amount of water applied to the 
plant bed. The plant bod should not 
become too dry. 

Some plants require protection from 
the direct rays of tlie sun lu summer 
or from cold In winter*, and there are 
many tlmt need special protection 
while Umy iiru .unite wmili. Used bugs 
of many of the garden crops are un- 
ablo to force their way through the 
crust formed on the soli after heavy 
rains, nnd It Is necessary either to 
break the crust with n steel rnko or 
soften it by watering. 

For protecting plants from cold in 
whiter several kinds of mnterlnls are 
used, such ns boards, cloth, ptnc 
boughs, straw, manure or leaves.

There are a number of crops of a trop- 
ical nature that may bo grown far 
north, provided they are properly pro- 
tected during tho winter. 

Several of tho annual crops can he 
matured much earlier tn tho spring If 
they are planted tn tho autumn nnd 
protected (luring the winter. A mulch 
of manure, straw or leaves forms n 
good protection, but earo should be 
taken tlmt the mntch does not contain 
seeds. 

Frequent shallow cultivation should 
be employed for most garden crops, 
and during dry weather the depth 
should not exceed two Inches. By 
keeping the surface boII well stirred 
what Is termed a "dust mulch” Is 
formed, nnd, while this layer of flue- ' 
ly divided soil will becomo quite dry, 
It prevents the esenpo of molsturo 
through the pores of the soil. A mulch 
consisting of flue manure, clippings 
from the Inwn or any similar material, 
spread to n distance of ten or twelve 
Inches around the plants, will preserve 
the moisture, lint the mulch should not 
be so heavy ns to exclude the nlr. 

A crust forming over the soil nfter a 
rain or watering Is detrimental to 
plant growth nml should be broken up 
ns soon ns the land can ho wqrkcd.

Washington, 1). C., April 17, 1013 

President Wilson, is pleased 
with the reception that has been 
given to the new tariff bill. He 
does not expect, its passage to 
result in a great reduction of the 
cost of living. Consumers, will 
get the benefit of sugar at once, 
as that industry is in shape for 
active competition as soon as the 
duty is taken off. He does be- 
lieve that the new law will grad- 
ually break down the combina- 
tions which stand between pro- 
ducers and consumers which ar- 
tificially keep prices high.
